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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 


DURING  the  past  year,  the  Society  has  made  two  im¬ 
portant  changes.  The  constitution  has  been  revised 
to  meet  the  new  conditions,  and  the  property  on  Main 
Street  has  been  sold.  The  new  constitution,  which  provides 
for  an  increased  number  of  committees,  gives  to  a  greater 
number  of  directors  the  opportunity  to  assume  more  definite 
responsibilities,  and  increases  the  wmrking  efficiency  of  the 
Board.

Officers  and  managers  alike  took  personal  interest  in  each 
child;  with  what  satisfaction  only  those  who  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  help  needy  children,  can  appreciate.  Mrs.  White, 
the  matron,  came  to  the  Home  with  the  desire  to  help  orphan 
children,  in  memory  of  her  own  little  child.  She  loved  and 
watched  over  them  until  the  Home  was  broken  up.  We  hear

from  young  women  who  have  nothing  but  pleasant  memories 
of  their  life  there,  and  from  young  men  who  tell  us  they  like 
to  recall  the  thrill  when  a  ball  just  missed  the  window  in  the 
church  next  door,  in  the  anxious  watching  through  the  hole 
in  the  old  fence  when  Mrs.  Brown  came  out  to  see  why  her 
cat  made  such  a  hurried  entrance  into  the  kitchen. 

And  now  as  far  as  the  institutional  life  is  concerned  we 
have  burned  our  bridges  behind  us.  But  in  the  broader  and 
more  extended  work,  Miss  Woods  not  only  cares  for  the 
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children,  but  is  also  a  friend  to  those  parents  who,  hopeless 
and  discouraged,  have  no  one  to  whom  they  may  turn.  This 
is  the  greater  work  we  ask  you  to  help  us  to  sustain  by  a  con¬ 
tinuance  of  your  generous  aid. 

Many  physicians  and  dentists  as  usual  have  given  their 
services,  and  the  hospitals  have  been  more  frequently  called 
upon  for  the  relief  of  the  children. 

Mrs.  Charles  F.  Morgan  sent  thirty  beautiful  Christmas 
gifts,  and  St.  Mark’s  Sunday  School  also  sent  Christmas  gifts. 
The  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Co.  has  again 
sent  passes. 

The  Employment  Society  has  done  more  sewing  for  us  this 
year  than  ever  before,  which  greatly  lessens  the  clothing  bill. 

To  all  our  generous  contributors  we  return  our  grateful 
thanks.

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OBJECT  AND  METHOD. 


The  object,  briefly  stated,  is  to  care  for  needy  children. 
The  work  can  be  summed  up  under  two  heads :  the  Bureau 
of  Information  and  Counsel  and  the  Placing-out  Department. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  receives  all  appli¬ 
cations  made  to  it,  thoroughly  investigates  the  situation  and 
seeks  to  remove  the  cause  of  distress.  It  may  give  advice  or 
refer  to  some  other  society  or  to  the  Placing-out  Department ; 
supervises  in  its  own  home  or  obtains  work  for  the  mother 
with  her  child. 

The  Placing-out  Department  removes  the  child  from  its 
home  and  places  it  preferably  in  the  country  to  board,  or 
free,  and  supervises  it.  An  effort  is  made  to  re-establish  the 
home  as  soon  as  possible. 

Careful  records  are  kept  of  every  application,  and  the 
children  are  supervised  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  after 
they  return  to  their  homes. 

The  responsibility  is  brought  back  upon  the  parents  and 
relatives  as  much  as  possible.  Adoption  is  only  sought  when 
the  home  cannot  be  re-established. 
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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


Bureau  of  Information. 

The  work  of  the  Society  has  been  about 

A  • 

im  equivalent  to  that  of  last  year,  both  in  number 
of  new  applications  and  expense.  Two  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  children  have  come  to  us  for  aid.  which  represents  one 
hundred  and  fifty-four  applications.  Difficulties  have  been 
brought  to  us  by  worried  and  overburdened  parents  who 
needed  our  counsel  and  sympathy  as  much  as  their  children 
needed  our  help.  In  each  instance  every  resource  available 
was  resorted  to,  in  order  to  keep  the  child  in  its  own  home 
and  cared  for  by  its  own  parents. 

The  word  “advised”  in  our  statistics  means 
much  more  than  may  at  first  appear.  Some  of 
the  best  work  of  the  Society  is  summed  up  in  that  word.  The 
straightening'  ont  of  a  tangle;  the  keeping*  of  a  steady  hand 
on  a  difficulty ;  the  strengthening  of  their  courage,  so  they  can 
work  out  their  own  salvation  and  still  keep  their  children 
with  them,  require  tact,  an  understanding  of  human  nature 
and  a  knowledge  of  the  resources  of  the  city.  The  value  of 
this  branch  of  our  work  cannot  be  estimated.  Sad  blunders 
of  separating  the  family  unnecessarily,  even  for  a  short 
period,  are  no  longer  tolerated  in  social  work. 

Our  attention  was  called  to  a  family,  where 
the  mother  was  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption 
and  wholly  unable  to  care  for  her  six  children,  the  youngest 
being  about  one  year  old.  The  father  had  been  away  from 
home  several  weeks  on  a  debauch ;  no  food  and  little  clothing 
was  the  condition  found.  Food  was  obtained  until  we  could 
place  the  children  with  the  State  Minor  Ward  Department. 
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as  there  were  no  relatives  who  could  help.  The  mother,  who 
was  under  the  care  of  the  Worcester  Society  for  District 
Nursing,  soon  died.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  have  the 
father  contribute  toward  the  support  of  the  children  while 
they  are  with  the  State. 

Guardian-  During  the  past  year  we  have  found  it  ad- 
ship  visable  to  assume  the  guardianship  of  several 
children,  which  represents  another  phase  of  our  “ Counsel”

work.  We  have  also  supervised  some  children  in  their  own 
homes. 

Co-opera-  Not  only  do  the  various  societies  of  the  city 
tion  most  willingly  co-operate  with  us,  but  a  spirit 
of  helpfulness  exists  among  all  the  societies  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  They  greatly  help  us  in  interviewing  relatives  who  live 
in  other  cities.  As  is  seen  by  our  statistics,  often  the  whole

PLACING  OUT  DEPARTMENT. 

Here  again  the  number  of  children  placed  in 
family  homes  has  been  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  At  all  times  we  have  had  an  average  number  of  nine¬ 
ty-six  children  in  families. 

Re-estab-  The  work  is  more  or  less  temporary,  as  our 
lishment  aim  is  to  re-establish  the  home  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble.  Forty-six  children,  during  the^past  year,  have  been  re¬ 
turned  to  parents  or  relatives.  To  strengthen  the  family  ties 
so  that  the  home  becomes  the  central  power  is  our  aim. 
Responsi-  The  more  the  parents  feel  the  responsibility 
bilities  of  their  children  the  stronger  will  become  the 
home  instinct.  A¥e  are  proud  of  the  way  the  parents  and 
relatives  have  shouldered  their  obligations  during  the  year. 
They  have  paid  fifty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  entire  cost  of  board 
and  forty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  board  and  clothing. 

Super-  The  same  painstaking  care  has  been  given  by  our 
vision  foster-parents ;  nor  has  the  supervision  been  lax, 
as  we  have  made  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  visits  to  the 
children  during  the  year.  More  medical  work  has  been  done. 
Thirty  children  have  been  treated  at  Memorial  Hospital,  and 
sixty-two  by  physicians.  We  feel  that  some  good  work  has 
been  done  this  year  with  a  few  of  our  older  children,  who  are 
earning  wages.  By  careful  supervision  they  have  become 
more  or  less  settled  in  their  habits.  Not  only  have  they  ac¬ 
quired  some  skill  in  housework,  cooking,  sewing  and  farm- 
work,  but  they  have  become  a  part  of  the  worthy  element  of 
the  towns.  With  this  have  come  higher  wages  and  an  in¬ 
creased  bank  account.  An  effort  to  hear  from  our  previous 
charges  is  made  once  a  year.  Careful  records  are  kept  of 
every  child. 
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Home  T 'he  knowledge  of*  a  good  home  and  how  it  is 

Life  maintained  is  of  great  value  to  a  child,  even 
though  he  remain  in  one  but  a  portion  of  a  year.  The  careful 
training  by  the  foster-parents,  the  love  and  interest  they  mani¬ 
fest  in  their  charges,  all  tend  to  raise  their  standard  of  life, 
and  they  are  more  likely  to  be  better  citizens,  and  able  to  say 
with  the  poet : 

“It  matters  little  where  I  was  born, 

Whether  my  parents  were  rich  or  poor, 

Whether  they  shrank  from  the  cold  world ’s  scorn, 

Or  walked  in  the  pride  of  wealth  secure; 

But  whether  I  live  an  honest  man 

And  hold  my  integrity  firm  in  my  clutch, 

I  tell  you,  brother,  plain  as  I  am, 

It  matters  much !  ’  ’

FORM  OF  BEQUE5T. 


I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Worcester  Children’s  Friend  Society, 
incorporated  in  1849,  the  sum  of  $  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  of  said 
corporation,  and  hereby  authorize  my  Executor  to  pay  the  same  to  the 
person  who  shall  be  acting  as  Treasurer  of  said  Society. 


The  Society  is  largely  dependent  upon  voluntary  contributions. 
Subscriptions  may  be  sent  to  the  Worcester  Chilren’s  Friend  Society. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Worcester  Children’s  Friend  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  interest  itself 
in  behalf  of  orphans  and  needy  children. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  contributing  two  dollars  annually 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society.  The  payment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  a  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of 
twenty  or  more  women  and  ten  or  more  men.  They  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  and  serve  for  a  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected.  This  Board  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  all  the  affairs  and  property  of  the 
Society;  shall  elect  the  officers  and  committees,  hereinafter 
provided  for,  from  among  their  own  number  and  shall  fill  va¬ 
cancies  in  their  own  number  and  in  the  offices  and  committees ; 
shall  have  power  to  make  contracts  binding  on  the  Society,  to 
employ  such  agents  or  servants  as  they  deem  expedient 
and  fix  their  compensation,  to  alter  and  amend  these  by-laws 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  from  time  to  time  to  make  such 
regulations  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  the  Society 
as  they  think  proper. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-president, 
a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  and  a  Clerk, 
and  the  following  standing  committees:  Finance,  consisting 
of  not  less  than  three  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  one;  Ways  and  Means,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  mem¬ 
bers,  of  which  the  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  one;  Placing- 
out,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  members ;  Purchasing,  con¬ 
sisting  of  not  less  than  three  members;  Nomination,  con¬ 
sisting  of  not  less  than  three  members;  and  Publication,  con- 
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sisting  of  not  less  than  three  members,  of  which  the  Secretary 
shall  be  one.  There  shall  also  be  an  Executive  Committee, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  nine  members,  of 
which  the  President,  Vice-president,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Placing-out  Committee 
shall  be  members  ex- officio. 

The  officers  and  committees  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold 
office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Art.  6.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  her  absence 
the  Vice-president  shall  preside  ;  if  both  are  absent  a  presiding 
officer  shall  be  chosen  from  among  those  present. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys 
and  securities  of  the  Society;  shall  pay  all  bills  approved  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  committee  in  whose  department  the  bills 
were  contracted ;  shall  with  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  invest,  change  and  reinvest  the  moneys  and  securities 
of  the  Society,  and  shall  annually  present  an  account  of  the 
receipts,  expenditures  and  property  of  the  Society,  which  ac¬ 
count  shall  bear  the  certificate  of  an  Auditor  appointed  for 
the  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections 
and  subscriptions,  keeping  a  list  of  the  subscribers  and  donors 
to  the  Society,  and  shall  pay  the  sums  collected  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Art.  8.  The  Secretary  shall  present  an  annual  report  of 
the  work  for  the  year,  give  notices  to  the  Directors  in  writ¬ 
ing  of  all  meetings  three  days  at  least  before  the  date  of  such 
meetings,  and  publish  a  notice  of  the  annual  meeting  three 

days  at  least  before  the  date  of  the  meeting,  and  attend  to  a 
correspondence. 

The  Clerk  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and 
shall  keep  full  and  accurate  records  of  the  proceedings. 

Art.  9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  immediate 
charge  of  all  affairs  of  the  Society,  shall  have  and  may  exer- 
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eise  the  full  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  as  to  all  mat¬ 
ters,  subject,  however,  to  any  special  directions  of  the  Board. 
The  committee  shall  choose  a  clerk  from  its  own  number,  who 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  the  Committee 
shall  report  its  doings  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board. 
Meetings  of  the  Committee  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  either 
the  President  or  the  Vice-president,  and  four  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Art.  10.  The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  be  held  at  the 
offices  of  the  Society,  or  at  some  other  convenient  place,  on 
the  last  Friday  of  every  month.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  either  the  President  or  the  Vice-president.  Nine 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting.  All  meet¬ 
ings  shall  be  opened  with  reading  of  the  Scriptures. 

Art.  11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Fri¬ 
day  of  December  at  the  offices  of  the  Society  or  at  some  other 
convenient  place.  At  the  meeting  the  annual  reports  shall  be 
read,  the  Board  of  Directors  elected,  and  such  other  business 
transacted  as  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting. 

Art.  12.  A  person  who  shall  have  been  for  years  an 
efficient  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  who,  for  vari¬ 
ous  reasons,  is  prevented  from  regular  attendance  at  the  meet¬ 
ings,  may  be  made  an  honorary  member  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  said  Board. 

Art.  13.  The  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment  has 
been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.
